THE SERMON.

ORDINATION OF 
WOMEN.

BISHOP OF DURHAM’S 
VIEWS. 


The question of the admission of women 
into the Church of England Ministry was 
mentioned by the Bishop of Durham (Dr. 
Hensley Henson) at Spennymoor last night. 
Within recent years, he said, women had 
been admitted to most occupations, and it 
was asked. with much insistence, why they 
should not be ordained to the Ministry of the 
Church, precisely as men were ordained? 
‘ Perhaps,” he went on, “we may find 
sufficient reason for refusing to admit women 
by remembering that the Christian Ministry 
was instituted as a masculine office; also, that 
the normal work of the Christian Ministry 
cannot be easily reconciled with the faithful 
fulfilment of the duties of wife and mother; 
also, it would be highly inexpedient to intro- 
duce, in the case of ordained women, that 
tule of celibacy which has been found by 
experience to be extremely perilous in the 
ease of ordained men. Moreover, it would 
surely be very unfortunate if it should ever 
come to be thought that unmarried women 
are the true representatives of the female sex. 
‘Tt is as wife and mother that women finds 
her best expression, aud onty so can her 
true influence be exercised in society. <A 
female Ministry could hardly help being a 
Ministry of unmarried women, and this could 
not be wholesome. The ordination of women 
would be a violent breach with Catholic 
tradition, and could not but bring yet another 
occasion of division into the Church’s life. 
Men and women must fulfil their ordained 
art in the Divine purpose. Women have a 
“ód sphere of activity open to them without 
entering that which belongs. to the ordained 
Ministry.’’

One 
man was dead when brought ashore and 
the other died shortly after reaching 
hospital. : | 

The submarine had run aground off the 
Pensinular of Kintyre on Saturday. 
She was refloated, and had been taken to 
Campbeltown Harbour. i 

Shortly after noon yesterday, when the 
men were at dinner, the explosion 
occurred. | : 

The fishing fleet at Campbeltown was 
summoned to the assistance of the damaged 
vessel, which remained floating after. the 
explosion, and: the injured men were lifted 
on to improvised stretchers and carried into 
the boats. 

The hospital ambulance@for the more 
serious cases, and lorries hastily requisi- 
tioned for those less seriously hurt, were 
waiting at the quayside to take the men 
to the Cottage Hospital, where doctors. 
nurses and the lacat V.A.D. contingent, 
who had been hurriedly summoned, were 
waiting to receive them. 

Five doctors worked feverishly among 
the injured men, operating where neces- 
sary. : 

One of the doctors told a reporter: 
““One man was dead before he got to the 
shore. Another man. terribly injured, 
died as soon as he reached hospital. 

“The injuries generally are very serious. 
One man has two fractured legs, another 
a fractured spine, and several had skull 
injuries. 

“The hospital was too small for all the 
cases, and we quickly turned another 
building into a temporary hospital. | | 

‘‘Campbeltown leapt to the emergency 
at once, 

‘‘ Doctors, nurses, fishermen, _lorry- 
drivers all joined in the task of getting 
the injured men to hospital.’’ 


“WAITING FOR DINNER. 


The submarine L 26, it is believed; was 
slicthtly holed, and sea water reached the 
batteries, 

These were being recharged as the vessel 
lay in the land-locked harbour, when they 
blew up. 

The mess-room used by the crew is just 
behind the battery room, and when the 
explosion occurred the ratings were wait- 
ing in this room for their mid-day dinner 
to be served. The explosion blew them in 
all directions, and fire broke out. 

Lieutenant-Commander Lewes, the sub- 
marine’s commander, displayed great cool- 
ness and resource, and with Lieutenant 
Melvin at once organised a rescue squad. 

Three minutes after the explosion a boat 
from H.M.S. Mackay, a destroyer accom- 
panying the flotilla, went alongside to 
assist in the rescue. The fire was quickly 
put out, and the injured brought on deck. 

When the boat from H.M.S. Mackay 
went alongside she took off a number of 
‘the crew who were only slightly injured. 


returning to the submarine to assist in 
bringing out their less fortunate comrades. 

When the L 26 ran on to the rocks at 
Kintyre she was on her way to take part 
in the autumn fleet mancuvres. 

It was also learned yesterday that, in 
addition to the submarine L 26, a second 
submarine touched bottom about the same 
time. This was the L 19, a sister ship of 
the L 26, but she soon refloated without 
mishap. 


HEARD THE EXPLOSION. 


“ My house is about half a mile away 
from the harbour, but I heard the explo- 
sion quite clearly,” said Major G. M. 
Duncan, of Briarlea, Campbeltown, who 
is honorary secretary of the local branch 
of the St. Andrew’s Ambulance Brigade. 

“ Most of the injured were taken to the 
Cottage Hospital, but the wards there 
were soon full, Arrangements were quickly 
made at the Poor Law Hospital to accom- 
modate the remainder.”’ 

Dr. F. Taylor, a Campbeltown doctor, 
tola a reporter: ‘‘I was walking in the 
centre of the town when a policeman 
rushed up and told me I was wanted at 
the harbour. -I hurried down there, and 
found that the dead and injured had been 
brought ashore by fishing vessels. The 
submarine was still afloat in the harbour, 
and I could see a huge hole in her side. 
I.did not hear the explosion.’’

The ‘‘ steel barons ” are expected to reply 
on Tuesday to Mr. Roosevelt's statement 
of the ‘‘fundamentals’’ in the dispute 
between the steel men and coal miners, 
which has led to a strike of seventy 
thousand workers in Pennsylvania. 

The steel companies have agreed to 
negotiate with the coal miners regarding 
the ‘‘ check-off’’ clause—a system by which 
union dues are deducted by the company. 
They were informed by the President and 
General Johnson that ‘‘captive’’ mines 
(owned and worked by the steel companies) 
come under the coal code, and that workers 
can choose their own representatives for 
collective bargaining. If the steel com- 
panies and the miners fail to reach any 
agreements, Mr. Roosevelt will act as 
umpire, and ask the owners and miners 
to abide by his decisions. He is prepared 
to invoke such Government aid as may be 
necessary to carry out the decisions in fair- 
ness to the owners and workers.

BUSINESS OUTLOOK.

GERMAN DENIAL, 


Perturbed by the reports in the foreign 
Press on the attitude of Germany, the 
German Foreign O‘tice declared last even- 
ing that Germany had no desire or inten- 
tion to increase her armaments. 

“ Al we are asking for is that other 
Pewers should declare unequivocally what 
they intend to do, what categories of 
weapons and armament they are ready 
to abandon, and what categories they are 
determined to keep,” says the statement 
from the Wilhelmstrasse. ‘‘ Only if these 
questions are absolutely cleared away can 
we sav what we are ready to do. 

“ One thing, however, is certain. We 
will never voluntarily sign a convention 
which leaves cut of account the funda- 


““ Germany desires not to increase her 
armaments, but to reorganise her Reichs- 
wehr. It is absolutely wrong that Ger- 
many is demanding equality in armaments 
with France after the expiry of five years. 
She demands a further disarmament cf 
other nations after the expiry of five years. 

‘““ As regards certain weapons for train- 
ing purposes, their discrimination must, 
however, cease immediately. 

““ Germany does not demand the same 
quantity of weapons as other countries 
possess.”’ 


DALADIER’S QUESTIONS 

In an important speech delivered at the 
Radical Socialist Congress at Vichy yes- 
terday M. Daladier, the Premier, defined 
France’s disarmament attitude, and put 
some searching rhetorical questions to 
Germany. 

“We have voluntarily consented to 
sacrifices in armaments without precedent 
in history,” he declared. ‘‘ We do not 
dream of menacing or humiliating any 
nation, whatever may be its régime. 

“This being so, we are resolved to 
attempt no new reductions of our forces 
without an _ international agreement, 
sincere and in good faith, which organises 
progressive disarmament by the establish- 
ment of permanent and automatic control, 
the carrying out of which is effectively 
guaranteed.”’ 

Turning to Germany, M. Daladier went 
on: ‘‘ What does Germany want? No one 
exist as a great 
nation. No one dreams of humiliating her. 
Her Government protests that it has a 
peaceful aim. Why, then, this mobilisa- 
tion of its fighting youth on the other side 
of the Rhine? Why demand the right to 
build costly material of war to-day which 
must be destroyed soon after the enforce- 
ment of the Disarmament Convention if it 
Is signed?’’ : 

The French Premier went on:—‘‘ At 
the moment when the political problems - 
which weigh so heavily upon us demand 
so much good faith on the part of all the 
peoples who have inherited a common 
civilisation, I say that it is comforting to 
hear the authorised voice of one of the 
most prominent members of the British 
Government publicly recalling the soli- 
darity of his country in the sharing of |

respect of the great international agree- 
ments concluded for the maintenance of 
European peace.” . ;

Statesman, of course, must be described as 
a class colt because he was third in the 
Derby, but I have not in my time seen a 
three-year-old win the Cesarewitch with 8st. 

It 
was forty-nine years ago that St. Gatien won 
with 8st. 10ib. after winning the Derby. 

When I say that I have not seen a three- 
year-old win with this weight I am not un- 
mindful of the fact that when Ut Majeur won 
with 8st.
